An Attempt To Gag The Press 


jC-EDERAL JUDGE ROSS of Memphis made a realistic 
£\ assault upon the liberty of the press when he issued a 
contempt citation for G. V. Sanders, editor of the Memphis 
Press. If Sanders goes to jail'for the "crime" of express- 
ing his editorial opinion of Judge Ross>' official actions, he 
•will be an outstanding martyr to free speech — a victim of 
an attempt to gag the press. 


He will, however, helve performed the useful service 


of _determininfr whether a Federal Judge may, under the 
guise of maintaining an injunction, exercise censorship of 
the newspapers on all matters pertaining to hi& actions. 


Briefly, the facts were these: Jacob Cohen, editor of 


a labor publication, printed articles criticising injunctions 
issued by various Federal courts in the rail strike. Judge 
Ross adjudged him guilty o_f contempt, and sentenced him 
to a term of six months in jail and fined him $1000. San- 
ders, in his columns, assailed this at an act of judicial 
tyranny. 
Whatever may have been the merits of the Co- 


hen case, in the case of Sanders the Judge's conduct was 
unjustified. 


The acts of Federal Judges have never been immune 


from editorial criticism--— it -would be a parlous condition, 
indeed, if they were. For a Federal Judge to use his pow- 
ers to silence criticism of his own acts is an indefensible 
proceeding, loaded with implications of judicial tyranny. 
It will be resented wherever free speech is prized.

ago by Boyal C. Johnson of South Dakota. He suggests

States of America against any foreign government or any com- 
mon enemy tie congress shall provide for the conscription of 
every citizen and. of all money, industries, and property of 
whatsoever nature necessary to the prosecution thereof and 
shall limit the profits for the use of such moneys, Industries, 
^ 
and property. 


'Amendments to the Constitution are oftener proposed 


than adopted, and no one should know this better than an 
experienced legislator like the gentleman from South Da- 
kota. He is chiefly interested in putting an end to profiteer- 
ing, a purpose with which all good citizens will sympathize. 
J3rat whether his 'amendment is ever adopted or not, and 
whether it is-possible to put an end to profiteering or not, 
the conditions described in his proposal must be achieved 
Jif the United States ever enters another war on the scale 
of the last one. 


It is no longer armies, but nations which fight; and 
. victorygoes to the country which has the largest industrial 
resources and commandeers them most completely. 
Not 


only is this true, but the attack in modern warfare is no 
longer against soldiers, but whole populations. 
Poison 


gas, the blockade, and the aerial bomb are no respecters of 
persons. War is a community enterprise nowadays, and 
can only be successfully conducted when it is completely 
. ^so. Probably if enough people realized how true this is, 
> and how accurately Mr. Johnson's amendment describes,

This serv- 
ice is rendered in co-operation with the U. S. Veterans Bureau and vari- 
ous departments of the government at Washington; it is absolutely free. 
There are more than 4,000 chapters throughout the United States doing 
similar work. 


Records on file at local Red Cross Headquarters show that of the ap- 


proximately 1 100 men who entered the service during the World V/ar 
from this county 61 1 of these or their dependents have been rendered 
service by the Coshocton County Chapter. 


On September 1, 1921 there were on the Chapter records 107 cases 


which had not yet reached final adjustment. These cases involved claims 
for compensation, dental treatment, hospitalization, vocational training, 
re-opening of compensation claims, back pay and emergency r e l i e f . 
From September I, 1921 to August 31, 1922, 83 new cases were filed 
making a total of 190 open claims in the files of the Coshocton County 
Chapter to be handled during the year ending August 31, 1922. Of 
these claims 1 1 7 have been fully disposed of leaving 73 on file at this 
time.

During the year ending August 31, 1922 the Coshocton County 


Chapter furnished direct financial assistance to ex-service men or their 
dependents to the amount of $533.60; this included nurses and hospital 
care, medical attention, medical examination. 


This assistance to the ex-service men and their dependents is pledged 


by the Red Cross so long as the need may continue.
